It.is recognized that there are 
some adults and even some _ babies 
who have difficulty in digesting milk, 
This difficulty occurs in the liquefy- 
ing of this curd, which must be lique- 
fied as it is digested. There is @ 
simple way of correcting this  diffi- 
culty; that is, to boil the milk. The 
curd formed from boiled milk is not 
nearly as large or so firm as ‘that 
from fresh milk, 

Milk is the kind of solid food 
which’ should be fed to little child- 
ren, fer it is pointed out that they 
.can use it to much better advantage 
than they can meat. It is a matter 
of common observation that tie 
kittens are subject to fits when fed 
meat, and although little children 
ay not be so seriously affce f
